District may seek new tax

It appears as though the Romulus 
Community School District is heading 
toward a request for more millage. 

A citizens’ committee, headed by 
Lynn Slaughter, president of the 
Romulus Ar$a PTA Council, is sur- 
veying programs in the district to 
determine what can be done to 
compensate for an anticipated $1 
million to $1.4 million deficit projected 
for the district’s 1976-77 budget. 


Romulus School Supt. James 
Garfield said the committee will be 
examining among other things the 
advisibility of opening a new junior 
high school and two new elementary 
schools as planned for next year. 

“The enrollment hasn’t grown as it 
was anticipated in 1971 when the 
bonding plan was formed for the 
schools.” Garfield said. “We may 
have to re-examine the priorities.” 

The district has begun construction 
on the three schools, a junior high 



near Wick and Ozga roads, the Hale 
Creek Elementary School to serve the 
area south of Eurkea Road and east of 
Middle Belt Road and the Barth Road 

Elementary School on Barth Road 
between Hannan Road and Huron 
River Drive. 

The committee is charged with 
making its first report on findings by 
Feb. 20. 

Garfield said he anticipates a need 
for increased millage in the range 
between 4.5 and 7.5 mills to operate 
the school district. 

“It’s a case of where we’re faced 


with too many increases at once and a 
reduced taxing capacity due to the 
new state law on the single business 
tax,” Garfield said “In the past, the 
district was able to compensate for 
rising costs with the outstanding 
growth of Romulus' tax base. 

“But it can’t be done today.’ 

Forecasts on the district’s budget 
situation is anticipated at $500,000 
deficit. 

Garfield said the hope that the 
General Motors Cop. expansion of the 
Detroit Diesel Allison Division 
operation in Romulus will meet all 
rising costs is unfounded since,” we 
have most of the GM development on 


our tax rolls now." 

The largest anticipated loss is due to 
the change in taxing structure in the 
district under Michigan's new Single 
Business Tax Law. 

Under the program, a business is 
exempt from paying taxes on personal 
property increases as in the past. The 
change eliminates inventory for 
manufacturing operations from 
consideration when charting the 
growth in the community. 

The net effect of the change is to 
drop the “value" of a 1-mill tax in 
Romulus from an anticipated $237,000 
next year to $205,000. 


Under the legislation, the state is to 
pick up the difference in the tax loss 
trhough state aid, but Garfield fears 
state aid won’t keep pace with what 
would have been the growth in the 
personal property tax this year. 

“We’ll have to wait for a report, and 
then make a determination on the 
course the district should follow, 
based on the Citizens’ Advisory 
Committee findings.” Garfield said. 
"But now, it looks like there will be a 
need for millage at some points.” 

Although no official date has been 
set for any election, a possible date 
could be the May 18 presidential 
primary election in Michigan

The mayor of Romulus contends 
that his recently- proposed re- 
arrangement of the city's budget is 
not designed to cut services. 

“I have not cut services, but have 
re-arranged the spending program to 
guarantee service thrt were or'y 
promised. Mayor James C. Stewart 
said. “The recent report on my budget 
plan is a pack of lies.” 

Stewart said a story in the Romulus 
Roman detailing the changes he made 
in the city’s spending plan as com- 
pared to the plan of former Mayor 
Terry L. Troutt, distorted his in- 
tentions. 

“The whole thing makes it look like 
I’m spending more money, when in 
fact, I’ve saved an estimated $250,000 
in personnel cuts and have expanded 
services,” the mayor said. “Any 
funds which appear to be removed 
actually are being held in reserve 
until a concrete proposal is for- 
mulated on the use of the funds.” 

In a story last week, it was reported 
that $84,000 savings shown in the 
Stewart proposal came entirely at the 
expense of a $101,000 cut from a 
$131,000 crain maintenance ap- 
propriation under the Troutt plan. 

Although the budget shows the .6- 
mill tax for the drain improvement 
being collected, the Stewart proposal 
does not show a line for an ex- 
penditure of all the funds collected in 
the tax Instead, the line shows a 
$30,000 expenditure. 

The m^yor said the change was 
made so the council and ad- 
ministration can formulate a 
guaranteed plan for drain main- 
tenance 

“Plans we had made to take care of 


a drainage problem in the Wyncliff 
Subdivision and the Trouten Drain 
will go ahead,” Stewart added “But 
none of the rest of the money will be 
spent unless other plans are for- 
mulated.”

Stewart took issue with statements 
in the story that he had “created” a 
new Department of the Comptroller, 
indicating the statement seemed to 
indicate that he was spending more 
money than he was saving. 

“I changed responsibilities of 
personnel in the finance department 
and added the billing function of the 
water and sewer department to it,” 
Stewart said. “But I didn't create a 
new department.” 

The story reported that total ex- 
penditures under the Troutt plan for 
the former finance and purchasing, 
water and sewer, and city hall and 
grounds budgets are equal to the total 


expenditures in the department of the 
comptroller and the re-arranged city 
hall and grounds department. 

The duties handled by the three 
departments under the Troutt 
proposal now are handled under the 
two Stewart departments. 

Stewart added that under his plan, 
he has not hired new personnel and in 
fact, has saved the cost of personnel 
salaries by eliminating the “dead- 
wood” he found in city hall. 

The story reported a net savings of 
better than $91,000 in personnel 
salaries for city hall services, yet 
Stewart contends the savings is 
higher. 

Another aspect Stewart took issue 
with was a statement that the 
“transfer” of employees to the federal 
Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act (CETA) may not be 
approved by the CETA superivsing 
agency because a person hired under 
the program must be unemployed for 
30 days. 

“It seems to say I’m doing 
something dishonest, when in fact, 
I’m merely clarifying a contradiction 
in the budget I inherited,” Stewart 
said “The persons who were dropped 


from the city’s operating budget 
already were carried on the CETA 
budget and the operating budget at 
the same time. 

“This just eliminates the 
duplication and reports the hirings as 
they are fact.” 

At least three persons included in 
the general fund operating budget 
under the Troutt plan— two dispat- 
chers and a secretary at the city 
hall— actually were carried on a 
separate budget for CETA, according 
to Stewart. 

The final point Stewart argues with 
is a finding that administrative 
salaries were increased in the budget. 

“I only carried out the wishes of the 
council that cost of living increases 
awarded union employees be given to 
non-union personnel,” Stewart said. 
“And where salaries were increased, 
it was to bring those department 
heads’ pay in line with the other 
department heads. 

“Under the former administration 
salary was based on personality and 
not the position 

“I tried to change that and bring 
everyone in line.” 


Course surveys 
local government 


Volunteers prepared 
for fire emergencies 


Romulus is prepared to handle fire 
emergencies similar to the one which 
resulted in a nearly $750,000 loss to an 
apartment complex in Van Buren 
Township 

Romulus Mayor James C. Stewart 
said the Romulus Fire Department 
“is the best volunteer force in the 
state” and oould handle a fire similar 
to the one which destroyed a 34-unit 
apartment building, miraculously 
sparing any lives, in Van Buren’s 
Lemontree Apartment Complex 

Residents of the apartments and 
township officials are perplexed over 
what caused the mix-up in com- 
munications which left the fire 
unreported to the township for nearly 
40 minutes 


Some apartment residents indicate 
that the fire began at 11 p.m. Jan. 10, 
and was not fought until fire fighters 
from the volunteer Van Buren Fire 
Department arrived at the scene at 
approximately 11:45 p.m 

According to township officials, by 
that time, little could be done to 
combat the blaze, but control it and 
attempt to keep it from spreading to 
nearby buildings 

Township officials said they did not 
receive a call on the fire until 11:40 
p.m., when the Wayne County 
Sheriffs Road Patrol notified the 
township 

Fire fighters answering the call 
knew they had a battle on their hands 
as they answered the blaze in the 
2,000-unit apartment complex, 


because they could see the flames on 
the horizon for more than a mile 
away . 

“We have fulltime dispatchers and 
a well-publicized Fire Department 
number which will help in such a 
situation,,” Stewart said “The 
dispatching operation continues 
fulltime w ith city personnel, so there’s 
no danger of a call being misdirect- 
ed ” 

Complicating the Van Buren fire 
fighting effort was construction along 
1-94 in the township which cut off one 
of the two “feeds" into the water line 
serving the apartment complex 

Because water wasn't available at 
its full flow in the lines, massive 
pumpers literally pumped the water 
lines dry in an effort to combat the 
blaze 


With the idea that a better-informed 
citizenry breeds better government, 
the Romulus Community School 
District Community Education 
program is embarking on a course in 
local government 

Called “Romulus Round Table”, the 
course will be offered for both enrich- 
ment and course credit as part of the 
district's winter adult education 
program at Romulus High School 

According to William Smith, 
director of community education, the 
course is in resoonse to a request from 
citizen Richard Campbell that 
something be done by the school 
system to make the operation of local 
government clearer to taxpayers 

“It accomplishes two things,” 
Smith said “First, it helps fill a void 
in education in the area and, secondly, 
it proves the community education 
program is responsive to the needs of 
the community ” 

According to Smith, the course will - 
cover a number of topics pertinent to 
local government, including govern- 
mental structure, taxing powers, 
school operations, laws which limit 
government and topics of importance 
to the local areas 

In addition to offering regular 
lectures on the various subjects in- 


volved in local government, the 
course will offer regular discussion 
periods with local government 
leaders 

“We’d like to have speakers such as 
the mayor, the superintendent of 
schools, council members and school 
board members speak to the class,” 
Smith said “We’re planning on a 2- 
hour course schedule for the 15-week 
program which will utilize the first 
hour for classroom lectures on the 
topics of the day, and the second hour 
for talks by governmental leaders 

“For that reason, we re signing up 
regular students and opening the 
second hour to members of the 


community so they could hear what 
their leaders have to say about the 
issues of importance to the com- 
munity.” 

The class is scheduled to run froip 7 
to 10 p m on Monday and Thursday 
each week starting Jan 29 

Persons desiring to sing up have 
until the first class to do so 

Smith said he already has 20 
residents signed up for the course and 
is making plans for more

Rep. John M. Ashbrook (R- 
Ohio) performed a valuable 
service for his country and for 
a large part of organized 
Christianity recently by in- 
sisting that the leftist-leaning 
World Council, of Churches 
(WCC) stop serving as an 
apologist for the Soviet 
Union's repressive activities. 

He told his colleagues in the 
House of Representatives the 
WCC should cease 
manipulating human rights 
questions "on a double 
standard basis." 

As things stand now, he 
pointed out, the WCC eagerly 
denounces non-communist 
countries — particularly the 
United States and the 
Republic of South Africa — for 
alleged white racist and neo- 
colonialist policies said to be 


carried forward in the third 
world ^by multinational cor- 
porations. But the same 
organization turns a blind eye 
when violations of human 
rights and denial of religious 
freedom occur in the Soviet 
Union or its satellites. 

The WCC is supported by 260 
Protestant, Anglican, Or- 
thodox and Old Catholic 
denominations having a total 
combined membership of 400 
million in some countries. 
Although the Roman Catholic 
Church is not a member of the 
Council, it works with the 
organization in a number of 
programs. 

Undoubtedly, the vast 
majority of these Christians 
assume that the World Council 
is striving to advance the 


cause of Christian brotherhood 
and justice. 

However, Ashbrook believes 
pro-communists and other 
radical elements along with 
politically naive dupes in the 
central body have corrupted 
the whole purpose of the WCC. 

Ashbrook's analysis — 
given in the crowded, closing 
phase of the first session of the 
94th Congress last month — 
did not receive the media 
attention it deserved. 

The Ohio congressman took 
particular issue with actions 
taken by the WCC Assembly 
held in Nairobi, Kenya, for an 
18-day period ending Dec. 10. 

Originally, the assembly 
had before it a draft resolution 
calling on the council to 
register concern over 
"restrictions to religious 
freedom, especially in the 
U.S.S.R." x 

Only a watered down ver- 
sion of this resolution 
ultimately was adopted. Also, 
the council elected Russian 
Orthodox Metropolitan 
Nikodim, the Archbishop of 
Leningrad, as one of the six 
presidents of the WCC. 

Ashbrook described 
Metropolitan Nikodim as "the 
Soviets' celebrated ec- 
clesiastical marionette." In 
his view, the election was 
designed to appease the 
Kremlin by signaling the 
Soviet Union that the WCC 
"did not mean to be offensive 
and divisive." 

Maybe it would be a good 
idea, Ashbrook said, for the 
WCC to move its headquarters 
from Geneva, Switzerland, to 
Moscow so that the 
organization's leaders can 
experience at first hand the 
brand of religious liberty 
provided by the Soviet Union. 

This might be the only 
means, Ashbrook insisted, "of 
bringing the World Council of 
Churches back to reality."

ICU-CCU plays important role

John Nelson was admitted to the 
Annapolis Hospital ICU-CCU after he 
had been diagnosed as an MI victim 
The initial diagnosis was made in the

ER, and was confirmed by a staff 
physician who w r rote the admission 
orders. 

John Nelson is a pseudonym we 


used in last week’scolumn to describe 
an Ml patient. Today we are going to 
write about the ICU-CCU and the role 
it plays in the treatment of a patient. 

“When Nelson was transported to 
the unit, our first task was to get him 
in bed and tied into an electronic 
cardiac monitor,” said Lois Schurig, 
RN, head nurse. 

She explained it is imperative, 
initially, that known MI patients be 
assisted in all physical efforts. 

“They must not exert themselves. 
The staff assigned to the unit have 
been trained specially to handle such 
patients, and the patients can be 
assured that they will receive expert 
attention,” she added 

The nurse attending John Nelson 
first determined that the monitor was 
operating properly. He was able to 
talk, and she began to get from him a 
complete medical history. She wanted 
to know if he had any known 
allegeries; was he on any special 
diet; was he taking any medications; 
were there any prior episodes and 
what were his symptoms? The an- 
swers to these and other questions 
are vital inputs to the cardiologist who 
will write the orders, prescribing 
management of the case. 

“We all have received specialized 
training in this field, and I'm proud to 
say we always reflect a total 
professional dedication to our 
patients,” Mrs. Shimg said 

A graduate of the Burbank Hospital 
School of Nursing in Fitchburg, 
Mass., she has been a nurse for 10 
years. Mrs. Schurig worked on 
general assignment for two years at 
Burbank Hospital, took one year off to 
have a baby and joined PCHA at 
Annapolis Hospital in l%9. 

“I’m in ICU-CCU nursing because I 
find that such work most completely 
satisfies my personal desire to work 
for and help people who are very ill,”

she said. “Obviously, we do work in an 
environment of constant tension. 
Indeed, sometimes it’s like sitting on 
16 sticks of dynamite working 
diligently to keep them from ex- 
ploding.” 

John Nelson, like all patients in the 
unit, was tied to one monitor at his 
bedside, with a second one located in 
the central nursing station. He en- 
joyed 24-hour observation — both 
physically and electronically. 

His vital signs were taken at 
prescribed time increments, fluid 
outputs were measured constantly 
and prescribed medications were 
administered. 

Five days later, his condition had 
improved to the point were he no 
longer required the intensive nursing 
care provided in the unit. He then was 
transferred to a patient room, and 
shortly thereafter he was discharged 
from the hospital. 

We are pleased to report that today, 
John Nelson is back to work, and, by 
following his physician’s orders, he 
lives a normal and productive life. 

His recovery can be attributed 
directly to the almost quantum jumps 
in medical knowledge, the genius of 
electronics and the dedication and 
training of those professionals w r ho 
saw him through his distress. 

The new Annapolis ICU-CCU will be 
opened to accept patients later this 
month It is a $1 2-million facility 
located on the first floor immediately 
adjacent to the Emergency Room 

The new unit has 12 individual 
rooms — six for intensive care and six 
for cardiac care patients — two 2-bed 
rooms and two isolation rooms. 

Associated with the unit is a waiting 
room for patients’ relatives, and rest 
areas for the doctors and nurses. 

The unit has its own kitchen, and the 
modem central nursing station is 
equipped with patient monitors, a 


paging system, IV storage 
facilities, digital timers for each 
monitor and an ultra-violet hooded 
area where medications can be

The federation explains that the quiz is a quick refresher course in some of 
the more important aspects of winter driving 

Try- your hand at the “Quick Quiz,” which follows It may help you avoid a 
troublesome situation 

( 1 ) Radial tires eliminate the need for snow tires. True or False? 

ANSWER: While it is true that radial tires provide better traction than 

nonradials on shallow or packed snow, they cannot perform in deep snow 
like a snow tire can. Remember, tires always are critical to safety, 
especially in winter driving, and snow tires provide an advantage if you 
drive a lot on snowy roads But they’re not magic on ice. Chains provide the 
most traction for sever snow and ice conditions. 

(2) Snow tires add extra braking power on ice. True or False? 

ANSWER: Sn<nv tires provide extra braking on loosely pa eked snow but 

most are little help on smooth ice. 

(3) Placing extra weight in your car’s trunk provides greater steering 
control on winter roads True or False? 

ANSWER: A small amount of extra traction can be gained by putting 
extra weight over the rear axle. However, the Highway Users Federation 
reminds drivers that most car trunks are well behind the rear axle. Adding 
extra weight behind the axle can actually reduce overall control by lessening 
the load on the front sheets. This reduces steering control substantially 

(4) You get extra traction on slick surfaces by reducing tire pressures 
True or False? 

ANSWER: Reducing tire pressures doesn’t provide extra traction, it just 
increases tire wear

Lured here by endless vistas of eye- 
catching scenery, they can scale the 
Porcupine Mountains — the highest 
point in the state — for a panoramic 
view of the surrounding countryside. 
They can visit, too, the only island 
national park in the United States — 


Isle Roy ale in its rugged and 
primitive trappings The largest of the 
states many islands, it is among the 
hundreds which dot the coastlines; 
Mackinac being its most famous 
beauty We have more miles of fresh- 
water shoreline than any other state. 

We ; can claim the largest college 
stadium which seats 101,000 at the 
University of Michigan which, by the 
way, was founded in Detroit in 1817 
and moved to Ann Arbor 20 years 
later. 

And while we’re in campus 
territory, Michigan State was the 
nation’s first land-grant college, 
expanded from the country’s first 
agricultural school into a university 
w hich is one of the largest in America. 
And, in toting up the score, we find 
over 88 institutions of higher 
education in Michigan. 

Having touched on the agricultural 
field, we find our • state to be most 
prolific in beans, cherries, blueberries 
and pickle cucumbers; producing 
more than any other state and ranking 
almost as high in strawberries.

It also cops blue ribbons in the 
manufacture of automobiles, auto 
parts, engines, truck trailers, con- 
veyors, sporting equipment, steel 
springs — and, chloride, cereals, 
refrigerators, hardware and in- 
dustrial patterns. 

Seconds come in the production of 
sand, gravel and magnesium with 
Minnesota alone beating us out in the 
iron ore category. Detroit’s ribbon of 
freeways bows only to Los Angeles in 
that race. 

Grand Rapids leads the country in 
furniture making; Holland has the 
largest colony of people of Dutch 
descendants in the states; Jackson 
claims itself the site of the founding of 
the Republican party in 1854 and 
Rogers City is noted for one of the 
world’s largest open limestone 
quarries 

Pine Mountain boasts of having the 
largest artificial ski slide in the 
world; Ishpeming lists the first ski- 
jumping tournament in the country in 
1887 and the Straits of Mackinac are 
looked upon by one of the world’s 
longest suspension bridges. 

As for world records, Michigan has 
the greatest inland fishing industry on 
the globe with 20 species regularly 
caught in the Great Lakesand shipped 
throughout the land 

The motor capitol of the world (the 
auto and the assembly line forming an 
international symbol of America’s 
productive might) lies in the state’s 
largest city, Detroit. The French 
name is derived from d’etroit which 
translates to “the straight” — it’s 
meaning referring to the 27-mile 
DetroitRiver connecting Lakes Huron 
and Erie. 

Detroit, too, was the first seat of 
state government until its move to 
Lansing in 1847. By a quirk of 
geography, Detroit is the only city in 
the country from which you can enter 
Canada by going south (think about 
it.) In fact, Canada lies to the north, 
south, east and west of Michigan (look 
it up ) 

Now let me hit you with some “d’ ja 
know’s.” For instance, did you know 
that Adrian has one of the richest 
dairy sections in the country? That 
Michigan was the first state to 
establish roadside picnic tables? That 
the first night baseball game in a 
regular league was held in Grand 
Rapids on July 8, 1909? (D’ ja?) 

Anyone famous born in Michigan 0 
Bet your first thought was “President 
Ford!” Well, you’re wrong. Although 
he’s the first leader of the nation to 
hail from Michigan, he was bom in 
Nebraska; thus, no American 
president OR vice-president has yet 
been a native-born son. 

As for familiar names whose birth 
certificates read “born in Michigan,” 
the following entertainment per- 
sonalities were Detroit babies; Sonny 
Bono. Ellen Burstyn, Ed McMahon, 
Harry (MASH) Morgan, Denise 
Nicholas, George Peppard. Della 
Reese, Diana Ross, Mario Thomas. 
Lili Tomlin. Robert Wagner and 
Stevie Wonder. 


Others from the state are Danny 
Thomas, Deerfield; David (Ellery 
Queen) Wayne, Traverse City; Julie 
Harris, Grosse PointePark, and Betty 
Hutton, Battle Creek. 

Three home state gals wore the 
crown of Miss America with a 
Detroiter winning in 1939; a Montague 
contestant in 1961 and a Birmingham 
finalist in 1970 

Ever wonder how places or 
territories are named? Here are a few 
clues — Wayne County (the first 
organized in the state) for General 
Anthony Wayne; Monroe County 
(created in 1817 by Gov. Cass) so 
titled in honor of President Monroe’s 
visit to Michigan. A year later the 
same governor established Macomb 
County in honor of General Macomb, 
the Michigan-born commander-in- 
chief of the U.S. Army. Then in 1819, 
Oakland County received its name 
from Gov. Cass for its groves of 
majestic oaks. The wild grapes 
growing along a river in southern 
Michigan led the French to label it the 
’‘Raisin” River. 

And, on ringing down the curtain on 
Michigan miscellany, it'll be hard to 
digest but did you know that St. 
Mary’s Falls Canal at Saulte Ste. 
Marie passes an annual tonnage 
exceeding that shipped through the 
Panama Canal each year? 

And as a finale, when you gather 
together Jan. 26 to sing “Happy Birth- 
day,” remember that you might be 
singing to a place called “Huron” 
instead of Michigan since the original 
constitutional convention almost 
chose that title for the land around us. 

Keep this around for next Monday. 
It’ll fill in the gaps when conversation 
lags at the dinner table. You can 
either come across as a breathing font 
of knowledge or you’ll find out that 
someone else in the family reads the 
Enterprise-Roman, too.

IT'S A DOGGONE LIFE 
FOR CANINES 

Once a year Romulus dogs find themselves on the sharp end.of a needle. 

That time has come again to have dogs vaccinated and license. 

The license for unsexed dog is $1.50 and $5.00 for a male or female dog, 
providing the license is obtained on or before March 1, 1976, licenses pur- 
chased after that date will include a penalty of $1 .50. 

According to city ordinance no person owming or harboring any dog older 
than four months can permit the dog to run at large at any time. 

Any dog four months or older kept in the city of Romulus five (5) days or 
longer must be licensed. 

This year, as in past years, the city will be offering a dual service. For your 
convenience, a verterinarian has been obtained and will be at the dog pound 
in the fire station at Goddard and Wayne Roads. This service will be 
available on Saturday February 14, 1976, February 21, and February 28, 
1976, from 3 to 5 p.m. 

When making application for the license, the owner must present proof of 
vaccination of dogs for rabies shall be within the year preceding the date of 
application and in a manner approved by the board of health for the County 
of Wayne. Such vaccination shall be effective for the full term of the license 
The reason for vaccinating and licensing is to curb rabies, a virus infection 
transmitted by the bite of a diseased animal. 

Any animal with rabies w ill die. Any human who develops rabies will die. 

If .any animal who has bitten a person should excape and not be found or 
killed in such a way that its brain is destroyed, preventive treatment for 
rabies must begiven to that person. Treatment means twenty-one (21) daily 
injections against rabies. 

Director John Prowse, of the Romulus animal shelter, states that a dog 
census will be taken after March 1, 1976, and citizens with unlicensed dogs or 
dogs running at large will be faced with a court appearance. 

This ordinance will be fully enforced.

File now for rebate 


Residents have been reminded 
that now is the time of year to file for 
state property tax rebate. It is 
especially important for senior 
citizens to file early, since the 
benefits for them are larger than 
those for the general public. 

Michigan has one of the most 
liberal property tax relief programs 
in the country, and under it an 
estimated $200 million in property 
taxes were returned to Michigan 
citizens last year. About $90 million 
of this money went to 330,000 senior 
citizens. 

There has been considerable 
debate in recent months over further 
liberalization of the property tax 
program, and next year, the 


maximum amount of relief 
available will be increased. 
However, the $500 maximum rebate 
still is in effect (or this year. 

Residents should remember that 
for this year, there is no change 
whatsoever in the credit filing 
procedure, or in the amounts of 
relief available. 

Complete form and directions as 
to how to compute the credit are 
available from the Department of 
Treasury, and many local assessors 
and treasurers also have the senior 
citizens forms. Assistance in filing 
the forms can be obtained at the 
local Treasury Department office,
